FOLK FESTIVAL 

Organizers 
issue refunds, 
work to fill gaps 

Sinead O’Connor is not coming 
to Edmonton’s Folk Festival and, 
with two weeks to go before the 
festival, organizers are issuing 
refunds and working to find a 
replacement act. 

The Irish singer-songwriter can¬ 
celled all of her summer tour 
dates Wednesday due to health 
concerns, including her sched¬ 
uled Aug. 7 appearance on the 
festival’s main stage. 

But O’Connor is not the only 
act to scratch: Texas duo The Wind 
and The Wave have also pulled 
out from their scheduled Sunday, 
Aug. 9 performance. 

With just two weeks between 
now and the festival launch, or¬ 
ganizers are scrambling to fill 
the two spots — particularly 
O’Connor’s Friday night act. 


“It’s unlikely that we will find 
someone outside of who we al¬ 
ready have, so we might just 
bump someone up that we al¬ 
ready have. We’re just waiting 
to hear on a few things,” festival 
producer Terry Wickham said. 

Wickham said he heard about 
both cancellations within the past 
two days. 

The Wind and The Wave can¬ 
celled their appearance at the 
festival to work on a new album, 
he said. 

“I’m not happy about it, to 
be blunt. And I told them so,” 
Wickham said. “I think that was 
veiy unprofessional that they just 
blew us out because they got a 
new producer for their album. 
You won’t be seeing them com¬ 
ing back here anytime soon, not 
to the Folic Festival. 

“It’s a bit of a disappointment, 
in both cases. Now I’m scrambling 
around to fill in the sessions.” 

Friday-night tickets will be re¬ 
funded at the point of purchase

A survey Metro has obtained 
shows that nearly half of 


Edmonton’s homeless popula¬ 
tion that responded uses one 
of the city’s libraries almost 
every day. 

The Edmonton Public Li¬ 
brary surveys were conducted 
between March and April at 
the six locations with a so¬ 
cial worker: Stanley Milner, 
Sprucewood, Abbotsfield, 
Highlands, Woodcroft and 
Strathcona. 

About 4,000 people were 
surveyed and, of those, 222 
identified themselves as not 


having a permanent home. 

Of those surveyed who said 
they don’t have a home, 46 
per cent said they visit a li¬ 
brary daily, while just 36 per 
cent of respondents with a 
home said they visit a library 
more than once a week. 

For the homeless popula¬ 
tion who visit daily, 62 per 


cent told researchers that 
the library is the only place 
with a computer they have 
access to. 

Those findings compared 
to 21 per cent of the total re¬ 
spondents who did not have 
access to a computer outside 
of the library. 

A majority of those using 


the computers at the library 
were using them to search for 
work or for housing. 

“We’re one of the few 
places that is really open, 
and unreservedly so aside 
from behavioural issues,” said 
Linda Garvin, the director of 
branch services at Stanley 
Milner, as she explained her 
response to the findings. 

Garvin said the library car¬ 
ried out the survey to have 
a more informed response to 
targeting its services. We’re 


about responsibility in that 
regard.” 

In April, the Stanley Milner 
library made news when its 
sleeping ban was announced. 
Garvin said the ban is being 
“gently” enforced by staff 
through conversations, and 
that no one has been banned 
from the premises for sleep¬ 
ing. 

Garvin said the library has 
had a positive response to 
the ban from both staff and 
visitors.

Edmonton’s K-Days festival 
is adding security measures 
it has never used in the past 
after three men were stabbed 
at the midway Tuesday night. 

All attendees will now have 
to go through metal detectors 
alongside backpack checks and 
pat-down safety procedures 
previously in place. 

To reduce wait times at the 
gates, tickets will now be avail¬ 
able online for the remainder 
of the carnival, which runs 
until July 26. 

“Handheld metal detec¬ 
tors will be used from this 
point forward going onto the 
K-Days site, which is some¬ 
thing we haven’t done in the 


past,” Northlands president 
and CEO Tim Reid said. 

The move is in response to 
an incident Tuesday night in 
which three men, aged 19, 


22 and 26 were stabbed at 
the midway before wandering 
out the gates looking for help. 
Medical personnel treated and 
transported the men to hospi¬ 


tal with non-life-threatening 
injuries. A 21-year-old man 
was arrested on scene, but his 
charges are not related to the 
stabbings. 

“Police believe this was an 
isolated incident,” EPS Acting 
Staff Sgt. Cory Huculak said 
in a news release. “The three 
complainants and suspect are 
known to police.” 

Organizers of other upcom¬ 
ing Edmonton festivals say 
they won’t be changing their 
security measures after Tues¬ 
day’s stabbing. 

“We’re a family festival and 
it’s non-alcohol, so we simply 
don’t have problems,” Herit¬ 
age Days site manager Jack 
Little said. 

Edmonton Folk Music Festi¬ 
val producer Terry Wickham 
said with dozens of volunteers 
helping out at the event each 
year, serious problems have 
never been an issue. 

“We are vigilant at all times 
... and we will keep doing 
bag checks,” he said. “Most¬ 
ly that’s for alcohol, but you 
never know.” 


Edmonton’s construction sec¬ 
tor is booming despite Al¬ 
berta’s economic downturn, 
and one economist says it’s 
based on pent-up demand cre¬ 
ated by population growth. 

The City of Edmonton 
issued building permits 
worth about $2.4 billion in 
construction value as of June 
30 this year — a 14 per cent 
increase from the same time 
last year, and an increase of 
33 per cent compared to the 
five-year average, according 
to a report. 

Residential permits issued 
by the city were highest in 
construction value from 
January to June, at $1.6 bil¬ 
lion; commercial permits fol¬ 
lowed, at $488 million. Many 
projects are issued permits 
in stages as the construction 
progresses from foundation 
to occupancy. 

Building-permit highlights 


so far this year include $91 
million for the Stantec office 
and condo building, $23 mil¬ 
lion for the Edmonton Civic 
Tower, and $12.7 million for 
a development in the Brew¬ 
ery District. 

Despite the province’s re¬ 
cent economic downturn, 
City of Edmonton chief 
economist John Rose said 
demand for residential and 
commercial space is caused 
by the city’s booming popu¬ 
lation. 

“We went through a period 
of very rapid employment 
and population growth, par¬ 
ticularly from 2012 to 2014,” 
he said. “So on the residential 
side and commercial side, 
we have a lot of suppressed 
demand for new buildings. 
What you’re seeing now is ... 
really a response to growth 
that has already happened.”

Greyhound and VIA Rail 
planning intermodal station

When Greyhound loses its 
current space due to an ex¬ 
piring lease and Ice District 
development in downtown Ed¬ 
monton next May, it might be 
moving in with VIA Rail Can¬ 
ada near the old city airport. 

Maxime Dupont-Demers, 
a VIA Rail spokesman, con¬ 
firmed that the company has 
been “having discussions with 
Greyhound regarding the pos¬ 
sibility of accommodating 
them on (the) site and pos¬ 
sibly share some common 
space.” 

He said it’s not an un¬ 
precedented arrangement, 
as the partnership already 
exists elsewhere. 

“In fact, Greyhound does 
have an intermodal agree¬ 
ment with VIA Rail Canada at 
the Pacific Central Station in 
Vancouver,” he said, adding 
that there are similar set-ups 
in Moncton and Halifax with 
Tri-Maritime. 

“There’s some benefits for 
passengers as intermodality 
provides them with a simpli¬ 
fied travel experience,” he 
said. “Having VIA Rail and

Greyhound under the same 
roof would provide passengers 
of both carriers more options 
to and from their travel des¬ 
tinations.” 

VIA has applied for the city 
to adjust the lease on the city 
property on 121 Street to al¬ 
low for the partnership to 
come to fruition. 


“The land the bus would be 
stationed on belongs to the 
City of Edmonton,” Dupont- 
Demers said, adding that de¬ 
spite the proximity and con¬ 
veniences, “each entity would 
(still) operate separately.”

For the first time as princi¬ 
pal at Sherwood Elementary 
School, Maureen Yates has 
requested a Tools for School 
backpack for every one of her 
140 students this fall. 

“It’s not that it’s just school 
supplies, it’s a welcome — it’s 
a real loving hug to say, ‘we 
want you to do really well here 
and we will do everything we 
possibly can to help you with 
that,”’ said Yates. 

The backpacks, created by 
United Way volunteers, are 
being built in July and will 
be filled with essential school 


supplies. Schools around the 
Capital Region request vary¬ 
ing numbers of packs each 
year — from two to 150. 

Already, Tools for School 


has received orders for 10,400 
backpacks but Jenn Dermott, 
program coordinator for the 
project, said she expects they 
will build close to 11,000 back¬ 


packs before September. 

The backpacks help teach¬ 
ers, Dermott said, “because 
they’re not having to pull 
money from their pockets to 
supplement supplies, as so 
many teachers do.” 

About 40,000 children in 
the Alberta Capital Region 
are living in poverty, stated 
in the United Way news re¬ 
lease. Nearly every school in 
the Edmonton region requests 
at least one backpack, offi¬ 
cials said. 

Yates said the demographic 
profile at her socially vulner¬ 
able school features high num¬ 
bers of students who are learn¬ 
ing to speak English. She said 
she knows many families will 
struggle to purchase school 
supplies. 

Dermott says she gets a flur¬ 
ry of calls starting in August, 
because “parents are kind of 
hitting the panic button on 
how they’re going to manage 
to deal with all of the expenses 
for school.” 


Calgary went from having 
tornado and thunderstorm 
warnings to blue skies in only 
a matter of hours Wednesday 
afternoon.

Projections 
cast doubt on 
promise to 
balance books 

The Bank of Canada’s latest eco¬ 
nomic forecast puts the federal 
government on track to run a 
$l-billion deficit in 2015-16, 
casting doubt on the governing 
Conservatives’ promise to bal¬ 
ance the election-year books, 
says a new analysis by the par- 
liamentaiy budget office. 

The results of the calcula¬ 
tions, based on the downgraded 
projection released last week 
by the central bank, also trim 
the government’s expected sur¬ 
pluses over the next two years. 


The bleaker fiscal outlook, 
released Wednesday, surfaces 
as political parties are pitch¬ 
ing economic policies to voters 
ahead of the October election. 

In its April budget, the Harper 
government predicted a string 
of surpluses, starting with $1.4 
billion for this election year. The 
government forecast surpluses 
of $1.7 billion in 2016-17 and 
$2.6 bilhon in 2017-18. 

But the budget office projects 
the government producing a 
$l-billion shortfall in 2015-16 
followed by smaller surpluses 
of $600 million and $2.2 billion 
over the next two years. 

Their calculations used fresh 
projections by the Bank of Can¬ 
ada, which last week lowered its 
outlook for economic growth in 
2015 to 1.1 per cent, down from 
1.9 per cent earlier this year. 


Canada’s economy has been 
struggling, leading some to state 
it has slipped into recession. It 
contracted in the first quarter of 
the year at an annualized rate of 
0.6 per cent — in large part due 
to the steep drop in oil prices 
and the failure of other sectors 
to pick up the slack. 

That number registered well 
below the federal budget’s pro¬ 
jection that real gross domestic 
product would grow by 1.2 per 
cent over the first three months 
of 2015. 

The budget office factored 
in positive offsets that have 
appeared since the release of 
the spring budget: lower in¬ 
terest rates and higher gross 
domestic product inflation. 
Their projections also use up 
the government’s $1-billion 
annual reserve set aside for

contingencies. 

The analysis was produced by 
the independent office follow¬ 
ing requests by NDP MP Nathan 
Cullen and Liberal MP Scott 
Brison. Both their parties were 
quick to jump on the results. 

Despite months of poor eco¬ 
nomic data, the Harper govern¬ 
ment says it remains confident 
it will run a surplus this year.

ASSISTED SUICIDE 

Panel won’t dictate 
legislation: MacKay 


Panellists tasked with consulting 
Canadians on the highly contro¬ 
versial issue of doctor-assisted 
death won’t dictate the govern¬ 
ment’s response to the Supreme 
Court’s ruling on the matter, Jus¬ 
tice Minister Peter MacKay says. 

The government has been ac¬ 
cused of creating a biased panel 
since two of its three members 
are outspoken opponents of al¬ 
lowing Canadians to seek med¬ 
ical help to end their lives. 

But MacKay, who is not seek¬ 
ing re-election, said Wednesday 
it’s important to remember who 


holds the decision-making power. 

“Ultimately, it is the executive 
branch of the country that will 
make these important decisions 
on legislation that I believe, and 
this is my view, are necessaiy to 
fill what is quite a gap now in 
our Criminal Code as a result 
of the Carter decision,” MacKay 
said in Halifax. 

MacKay said the panellists will 
consult with a “broad array of 
participants” before reporting 
back to the government in late 
fall — after the Oct. 19 election.

Wildfires the ‘new normal’

Premier Clark 
blames climate 
change for 
altering terrain 

Relentless forest fires burning 
across British Columbia may be 
the new normal, Premier Christy 
Clark warned as she stood not 
far from a raging fire that threat¬ 
ened homes in her own riding. 

Clark spoke near the Westside 
Road fire outside West Kelowna 
on Wednesday, where flames 
have forced emergency officials 
to issue evacuation orders to the 
residents of 70 homes. 

It’s one of 10 evacuation alerts 
or orders across the province, 
where more than 250 blazes are 
burning, 43 of which broke out 
on Tuesday following a series of 
lightning storms. 

The premier said she is con¬ 
cerned that climate change has 
altered the terrain, diying out the 
land and making it more vulner¬ 
able to fire, and as a result, what 
B.C. is seeing isn’t unusual and 
will happen more often. 

As of Wednesday, the prov¬ 
ince has spent more than $140 


million battling the 1,300 wild¬ 
fires that have broken out this 
season, and Clark said the prov¬ 
ince could spend another $300 
to $400 million this year if the 
pace continues. 


Clark said she doesn’t think 
the fires will put the province 
into a deficit, because the gov¬ 
ernment ran a surplus of $1.7 
billion last year and is expected 
to run a surplus again this com¬ 


ing fiscal year. 

“I am mostly concerned... that 
the forest fire season won’t give 
us a break and that we’re going 
to see more homes threatened, 
more people’s livelihood threat¬ 


ened, more forest resources lost.” 

Clark said B.C. must continue 
to fight climate change, be bet¬ 
ter prepared for wildfires and 
have the necessaiy resources to 
fight them. 

About 40 per cent of wildfires 
are human caused, and Clark 
said they are considering stiffer 
fines for people who start fires 
by acting negligently, such as 
throwing burning cigarettes out 
of vehicle windows or leaving 
campfires unattended. 

Earlier this month, Forests 
Minister Steve Thomson said he 
asked his parliamentaiy secretary 
Mike Morris to review the sanc¬ 
tions and bring forward ideas 
that may deter people from “ir¬ 
responsible behaviour.” 

Glen Burgess, the incoming in¬ 
cident commander for the West- 
side Road fire, said they’ve been 
unable to contain any area of 
the blaze, but the number of 
personnel has increased three¬ 
fold since Monday. 

Crews have dropped fire re¬ 
tardant on the north and south 
flanks and have burned out fuels 
ahead of the fire, he said. 

Burgess said firefighters are 
making progress and protecting 
homes remains the priority.

CP Rail to appeal rulings 
tied to Lac-Megantic 
settlement fund 

Canadian Pacific Railway 
Ltd. is continuing its legal 
fight against a recent court 
decision that awards more 
than $430 million to victims 
and creditors of the Lac- 
Megantic train derailment. 

CP has filed for permis¬ 
sion to appeal one of three 
decisions rendered by Que¬ 
bec Superior Court Justice 
Gaetan Dumas regarding 
the settlement fund. 

Dumas approved the 
$430-million package ear¬ 
lier this month and rejected 
three CP motions seeking 
to gain access to privileged 
documents, to have the 
fund cancelled and to have 
the proceedings moved to 
Federal Court. 

Court documents state 
the railway is trying to ap¬ 
peal the decision blocking 
its access to the details of 
the settlement fund. 

Jeff Orenstein, a lawyer 
for victims of the deadly 
train disaster in 2013, says 
the company's lawyers 
have notified him to expect 
a second appeal on one of 
the other two judgments.

Officials defend video of 
black motorist’s arrest 



UNITED STATES 


Driver later 
found dead in 
jail cell from 
alleged suicide 


Authorities in the U.S. say a pa¬ 
trol car video showing the arrest 
of black motorist, who was later 
found dead in a jail cell, was not 
edited or manipulated. 

The death of 28-year-old San¬ 
dra Bland, three days after she 
was arrested by a white law en¬ 
forcement officer during a heat¬ 
ed confrontation over a minor 
traffic infraction, is the latest 
case to cast national attention 
on the interactions between po¬ 
lice and minorities in the United 
States. 

Officials say Bland hanged her¬ 
self with a plas¬ 
tic garbage bag 
in her jail cell, 
a contention 
her family and 
supporters dis¬ 
pute. The video 
doesn’t reveal 
what happened while she was 
in custody, but it depicts an emo¬ 
tional exchange in which the 
officer tried to drag Bland from 
her car, drew his stun gun and 
threatened her. The case has 
resonated on social media, with 
posts questioning the official ac¬ 
count of the events. 

The video posted by the Texas 
Department of Public Safety Tues¬

day shows the trooper stopping 
Bland for failure to signal a lane 
change. The conversation 
turns hostile when the 
officer asks Bland to 
put out her cigarette 
and she asks why 
she can’t smoke in 
her own car. The 
trooper then orders 
Bland to get out of 
the vehicle. When she 
refuses, the officer pulls 
what appears to be a weapon 
and says, “I will light you up.” 

Out of the camera’s view, 
Bland continues protesting 
her arrest, repeatedly using 
expletives and calling the of¬ 
ficer a “pussy.” At one point, 
she screams that he’s about to 
break her wrists and complains 
that he knocked her head into 
the ground. 

The video has drawn criticism 
for gaps and overlaps, but the 
Texas Depart¬ 
ment of Public 
Safety insisted 
Wednesday that 
it had not been 
doctored. 

DPS spokes¬ 
man Tom Vinger 
said that glitches in the record¬ 
ing occurred when it was up¬ 
loaded for public viewing. 

In an affidavit released Tues¬ 
day, the trooper, Brian Encinia, 
said he used force “to subdue 
Bland to the ground,” and she 
continued to fight back. He also 
said Bland swung her elbows at 
him and kicked him in his right

MERS 
quelled: 
S. Korea 

MERS-CoV (Middle East res¬ 
piratory syndrome corona- 
virus) has claimed the lives 
of 36 people worldwide while 
the South Korean government 
has told foreign diplomats the 
outbreak in the nation is ef¬ 
fectively over. 

The World Health Organiza¬ 
tion (WHO) reported the figure 
of 36 dead Wednesday, along 
with 186 people in the Repub¬ 
lic of Korea and one person in 
China as having contracted 
the disease. 

The South Korean govern¬ 
ment said no new MERS cases 
have been reported in more 
than two weeks and that it is 
now safe for travel. 

The outbreak led thousands 
of tourists to cancel visits to 
South Korea, and Korean Air 
Lines Co Ltd. as well as Asiana 
Airlines Inc. whittled down 
their flight schedules. 

The companies said Tues¬ 
day they will resume normal 
operations early next month. 

MERS-CoV is a strain of 
coronavirus that causes a 
viral respiratory illness called 
MERS. The disease was first 
reported in Saudi Arabia in 
September 2012, WHO said. 

The outbreak in South 
Korea has been the largest 
outside Saudi Arabia, the or¬ 
ganization added. 

MERS, along with a drought 
in South Korea, is expected to 
slow the country’s economic 
growth in the second quarter, 
AFP reported Finance Minister 
Choi Kyung-Hwan as having 
said earlier this week.

Car bombs kill at least 26 


IRAQ 

Scores injured 
as blasts strike 
Shiite markets 

A pair of car bombs exploded 
Wednesday at crowded markets 
in predominantly Shiite Bagh¬ 
dad neighbourhoods, killing at 
least 26 people and wounding 
58, authorities said. 

The first explosion took place 
in the impoverished neighbour¬ 
hood of al-Bayaa in the south¬ 
western sector of the Iraqi cap¬ 
ital, a police official said. The 
blast killed at least 18 people and 
wounded 36, the official said. 

Later in the day, a second car 
bomb detonated in the north¬ 


eastern neighbourhood of al- 
Shaab, killing at least eight and 
wounding 22, police said. 

Hospital officials corroborated 
the casualty figures. All officials 
spoke on condition of anonym¬ 
ity as they were not authorized 
to brief journalists. 

No one immedi¬ 
ately claimed re¬ 
sponsibility for the 
attacks. The Islam¬ 
ic State of Iraq and 
the Levant (ISIL) 
frequently targets 
Shiite areas across 
the country, as well 
as military check¬ 
points and government instal¬ 
lations. The radical Sunni group 
seeks to destabilize the Shiite-led 
government in Baghdad. ISIL 


holds roughly a third of Iraq 
and neighbouring Syria in its 
self-declared “caliphate.” 

Last Friday, the militant group 
attacked a popular market in 
Iraq’s eastern Diyala province, 
killing 115 people — the major¬ 
ity of them Shiite — and wound¬ 
ing more than 
170 in what 
was one of the 
largest single 
attacks in Iraq 
over the past 
decade. 

Bombings 
occur almost 
daily in Bagh¬ 
dad, but violence has been rela¬ 
tively subdued in the capital 
since the height of sectarian 
violence in 2006 and 2007, when 


hundreds of people were killed 
across Iraq almost daily. 

Large-scale military oper¬ 
ations are currently underway 
in Iraq’s western Anbar province 
and in Salahuddin province, 
north of Baghdad, as the Iraqi 
militaiy and the government- 
sanctioned Popular Mobiliza¬ 
tion Forces attempt to reclaim 
territory in the country’s Sunni 
heartland. 

A U.S.-led coalition includes 
Canadian warplanes and sup¬ 
port personnel. 

In New York, envoy Jan Kubis 
told the UN Security Council 
on Wednesday that the United 
Nations is “very worried” about 
reports that desperate Iraqis are 
turning to ISIL for help.

Loonie at 2004 low 


The Canadian dollar dropped 
to levels Wednesday not seen 
in more than a decade as the 
price of oil and gold both came 
under pressure. 

The loonie was down 
0.53 of a cent to 
76.70 cents US. 

That’s the low¬ 
est level since 
Sept. 1, 2004. 

“Those are 
the two things 
will really drive 
the currency in the short 
term,” he said. “It’s difficult 


to find a positive catalyst to 
get things back to 80 (cents) 
or above.” 

The dollar has been on a 
downward slide since last sum¬ 
mer, when the price of oil 
started to weaken. 

Oil prices dropped 
below the $50 US 
mark in trading 
Wednesday, set¬ 
tling at $49.19 US, 
while gold lost $12 
US to fall to $1,091.50 
US an ounce.

Greece gets more cash

Extra liquidity 
means people 
can continue 
to access funds 

Greece’s liquidity-starved banks 
got a new cash injection from 
the European Central Bank on 
Wednesday, hours before a key 
vote in parliament on further 
economic reforms demanded 
by international creditors in 
return for a third bailout. 

A European banking official 
told The Associated Press the 
ECB decided to increase emer¬ 
gency liquidity to Greek banks 
by 900 million euros ($980 mil¬ 
lion US) — the second such 
cash injection in just under 
a week. 

Fearing a run by depositors 
flocking to take their savings 
out of Greek banks, the govern¬ 
ment imposed capital controls 
more than three weeks ago, 
restricting daily withdrawals 
to 60 euros ($65 US) per ac¬ 
count holder. Extra ECB liquid¬ 
ity means that Greek banks will 
still be able to hand out cash.

After Ilcea chests tipped over 
and fatally injured two boys, 
safety regulators say consum¬ 
ers should stop using Ilcea’s 
dressers and chests for chil¬ 
dren unless the products are 
mounted to a wall.

Dear Skippy-and-I-know- 
that’s-not-your-real-name, 

No doubt you have heard 
of the World Wide Web, 
where I have just learned that 
your native land’s minimum 
wage is an ultra-civilized 
$17.29 per hour, and where

Luke Howard, a self-styled 
pickup artist, stalks women in 
Ottawa's streets. 

He calls himself a "Dr." and 
hypnotist who helps men with 
social anxiety talk to women 
in the daytime, without the aid 
of booze. He secretly records 
his attempts to get phone 
numbers on video. 

In the wake of online 
backlash — via the hashtag 
#CorneredlnOttawa, which 
women use to share stories 
about him on Twitter and 
Tumblr— Howard has taken 
the videos down and issued 
a limp mea culpa. He wrote, 
word for word, "I have started 
conversations with hundreds 
of women in public places 
and if as few felt uncomfort¬ 
able then you are genuinely 
and truly sorry." 

The media, as it must, has 
taken his man-hero routine 
somewhat seriously. And I'll 
grant that it's not wrong, on 
face, to help others improve 
their social skills. 

But let's get this straight: 
Everything about Howard is 
wrong. 

He's lied. He said 99.9 
per cent of women like his 
advances. So far, 24 women 
have complained about the 
way he approached them on 
the street, say #CorneredlnOt- 
tawa organizers. At least one 
has filed a police report. Layla, 
33, didn't want to give her last 
name for fear she'd be trolled 
online. 

"Giving a woman a compli- 
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ment in the street is not 
harassment," Howard wrote. 
But Layla said Howard told her 
she looks like Tracy Chapman 
(she does not) and that he's 
"always had a thing for Tracy 
Chapman, I've always wanted 
to f—k Tracy Chapman" be¬ 
fore he referenced jerking off. 

Howard said he doesn't 
corner women, but Layla 
told me every time she took 
a step, he took a step. She 
felt trapped and afraid to get 
aggressive. 

Howard is ineffective. 

Some women say they spoke 
nicely to him, hoping he'd go 
away. Layla made up a fake 
boyfriend. Some gave him 
their phone number so he'd 
leave them alone, and then 
never responded to calls or 
text messages. 

He's making it harder for 
others to have non-creepy 
encounters. "He's the exact 
reason why women don't 
like being approached in the 
daytime, and might miss out 
on actually normal dudes," 
Layla told me. "My guard goes 
up just from a guy asking an 
innocuous question." 

Finally, Howard said he's 
"always been about love and 
connection and bringing 
people closer together." But 
we all know picking up is just 
about sex, a highly unlikely 
outcome of his methods. 

So, guys, do not take notes. 
Howard's "daygame" has no 
game, just narcissism, mis¬ 
ogyny and delusion.

Maybe it’s because of those 
NSFW cross stitch pillows tak¬ 
ing over Pinterest. Whatever 
the reason, cross stitch tattoos 
are having a moment. 

Eva Karabudak is a Turkish 


tattoo artist who has become 
world famous for mastering the 
trend. “I used to do cross stitch 
on canvas and cloth at home 
and decided to do tattoos out of 
it,” she tells us, adding that she 
first tried it out on friends and 
then got hooked on it. 

“It’s an anchor back to a lot 
of people’s childhoods. That’s 
why I believe it gets noticed,” 
she says. But before you decide 
to get one, Karabudak says you 
have to do your research. “Not 
all images or ideas can be ap¬ 
plied to a cross stitch design. It 
all starts with a thought, and 
that should be carefully studied 
before going into design.” 


Nicole May, 38, is a tattoo 
artist at Tiki Town Tattoos in 
Calgaiy and says she definitely 
has seen cross stitch tattoos be¬ 
coming increasingly popular. 
“I see a lot of subversive cross 
stitch on Etsy and I feel like 
it is something a lot of young 
people are picking up as a hobby. 
Cross stitch tattoos have become 
popular along with the general 
trend of cross stitch,” she says. 

If you want to get a cross 
stitch tattoo, her biggest tip is 
to find an artist who actually 
cross stitches as a hobby. “They’ll 
have a better understanding of 
design layout and execution,” 
May says.

Adult colouring books are giving 
Harper Lee a run for the money 
on bestseller lists this summer. 

Dover Publications has sold 
more than 3 million adult col¬ 
ouring books with titles like 
Flower Fashion Fantasies. 

Quarto Publishing will have 
1.3 million in print this year. 
Secret Garden: An Inky Treas¬ 
ure Hunt, by one of the genre’s 
most popular illustrators, Jo¬ 
hanna Basford, remains a top 
seller on Amazon two years 
after its initial publication. 

In fact, adult colouring 
books occupied as many of 
eight of the top 20 slots in 
a spot-check of Amazon’s 
bestseller list recently. 

“We cannot print them 
fast enough,” said Amy Yod- 
anis, Quarto’s head of market¬ 
ing. “We are getting orders of 
60,000 at one time from some 
of our biggest retailers.” 

Mandalas, perhaps because 
they are known to be meditative 
to begin with (Karl Jung appar¬ 
ently started eveiy morning by 
colouring the sacred circles), are 
especially popular subjects, but 
you can find everything from 
fairies to cities to books featur¬ 
ing NSFW adult content. 

There are colouring clubs, col¬ 
ouring contests and a frenzy of 
colouring posts on social media.

In 
Stalin's Daughter: The 
Extraordinary and Tu¬ 
multuous Life of Svet¬ 
lana Alliluyeva, we learn 
that Alliluyeva's complex 
relationship with her father 
was just one of the driving 
forces behind a volatile 
life filled with political up¬ 
heaval and troubled rela¬ 
tionships. 



The Bronte sisters have inspired numer¬ 
ous biographies, but American writer and 
historian Deborah Lutz takes a unique ap¬ 
proach by selecting nine artifacts out of 
hundreds left behind by Charlotte, Emily 
and Anne, including mourning jewelry 
containing snippets of hair and a brass 
dog collar. Given that Lutz has previously 
dedicated books to Victorian eroticism, 
gothic villains and relics of death in litera¬ 
ture, The Bronte Cabinet is guaranteed to 
be a fascinating read.

GREEN HILLS OF AFRICA 

Hemingway’s 
family urges 
fresh look at 
primal thriller 

Eighty years after the release 
of Green Hills of Africa, the 
son and grandson of Ernest 
Hemingway are urging a fresh 
look at a work critics have 
often set aside. 

Published in 1935, Green 
Hills of Africa was Heming¬ 
way’s account of a hunting 
safari on the Serengeti Plains, 
a chronicle of adventure and 
a literary challenge Heming¬ 
way set up for himself. An¬ 
ticipating by decades Tru¬ 
man Capote’s “non-fiction 
novel,” the classic In Cold

Blood, Hemingway wanted 
to prove that “an absolutely 
true book” can “compete with 
a work of the imagination.” 

The new edition is part of 
a series authorized by the 
Hemingway estate that al¬ 
ready includes reissues of A 
Moveable Feast, The Sun Also 
Rises and A Farewell to Arms. 

Grandson Sean Hemingway 
contributes an introduction, 
while son Patrick Hemingway, 
a boy at the time his parents 
were in Africa, shares per¬ 
sonal memories. The book 
also includes photographs, 
early drafts of the finished 
narrative and a diary kept 
by the author’s then wife, 
Pauline Pfeiffer. 

“She’s not a person who’s 
well known, so it’s wonderful 
to have a sustained piece of 
writing by her,” Sean Heming¬ 
way said recently of his grand¬ 
mother, the second of Ernest 
Hemingway’s four wives. “It’s 
also a wonderful complement 
to my grandfather’s work.” 

As Pfeiffer’s diaries reveal, 
Green Hills of Africa was not 
entirely factual. The author 
rearranged some chronol¬ 
ogy and minimized a bout of 
dysentery so severe that he 
had to be flown out of the

area. Pfeiffer’s journal also 
describes a near-tragedy — 
the author’s rifle fell off a 
car and fired — that inspired 
Hemingway’s classic short 
story The Short Happy Life of 
Francis Macomber, in which 
the title character is killed 
by a sudden blast from his 
wife’s gun. 


In the decade before Green 
Hills of Africa, the story col¬ 
lection In Our Time and the 
novels The Sun Also Rises 
and A Farewell to Arms had 
made Hemingway one of the 
world’s most famous authors. 
Critics have viewed Green 
Hills of Africa, written 
he was in his mid-30s, as an 


early sign of his legend over¬ 
taking his work. Edmund Wil¬ 
son, who had been a leading 
champion of Hemingway, de¬ 
spaired that the author in his 
non-fiction persona had be¬ 
come a bloated parody, Ernest 
Hemingway, the Old Master 
of Key West. 

“Something dreadful seems 
to happen to Hemingway as 
soon as he begins to write 
in the first person,” Wilson 
wrote. “Among his creations, 
he is certainly his own worst- 
drawn character, and he is his 
own worst commentator. His 
very prose style goes to pot.” 

More recently, Green Hills 
of Africa has been criticized 
for its detailed catalogue of 
animal slaughter and for its 
reduction of Africa and Afri¬ 
cans to backdrops for the au¬ 
thor’s personal experiences. 

Sean Hemingway acknow¬ 
ledged that parts of Green 
Hills might be uncomfort¬ 
able for modern readers, but 
noted that the book had in¬ 
spired many people’s interest 
in Africa — his own included 
— and provided a snapshot 
not just of the author in his 
physical prime but of a his¬ 
torical moment.

Beating the heat without AC 



As summer temperatures — 
and utility bills — rise, there 
are some easy ways to keep 
cool that are cheaper and 
greener than air conditioning. 

Cooling curtains 

Pull down shades or draw cur¬ 
tains on windows facing south, 
east and west during the day, 
says Con Edison, which pro¬ 
vides power to New York City. 
About 40 per cent of unwanted 
heat comes in through the win¬ 
dows. Even if air conditioning 


is needed later in the day, draw¬ 
ing the curtains earlier means 
you can use less of it. 

Get in the flow 

When temperatures fall below 
21 C, the Natural Resources 
Defence Council recommends 
turning off the air conditioner 
and opening the windows in¬ 
stead. Abigail Dalcen, cooling 
products manager for Energy 
Star says in climates with 
low to moderate humidity, 
where it’s cold in the even¬ 


ing, a “whole-house” fan to 
help draw cool air in through 
windows and force hot air 
out through upstairs vents is 
helpful. “A cheaper version is 
to open the windows and use 
the bathroom fan for exhaust, 
especially if there’s no cross 
breeze,” she said. 

Light smart 

Use energy-saving LED bulbs 
inside ceiling fans. They use 
five times less energy than in- 
candescents and don’t give off 


as much heat, says Meg Wat- 
ner, of the Natural Resources 
Defence Council. 

Turn on appliances at night 

Reduce the use of household 
appliances when temperatures 
climb. Summer is a great time 
to opt for outdoor grilling 
and foods that don’t require 
cooking. Washers, dryers and 
dishwashers should be used at 
night, when temperatures are 
cooler, Con Edison says.

Interest rate cut will 
impact mortgages 

The recent Bank of Canada interest rate cut 
is big, but not surprising based on recent 
economic news, said ComFree Commonsense 
Network brokerage’s associate broker Scott 
Bollinger. 

Citing concerns about Canada’s con¬ 
tracting economy, the bank cut its bench¬ 
mark rate by a quarter percentage point July 
15. 

“It’s big news because Canadian home sell¬ 
ers and buyers have been waiting since 2010 
for the Bank of Canada to hike its bench¬ 
mark rate, not cut it,” Bollinger said. “Never 
in modern history have we seen rates so low 
for so long, and this move assures that they 
will stay low for even longer.” 

Canada’s central bank also cut its bench¬ 
mark rate in February. 

“That benchmark rate is more or less 
linked to the prime rate, which informs 
the mortgage percentage you or I would 
negotiate at the bank,” Bollinger said. “I’d 
be shocked if we didn’t see at least slightly 
cheaper mortgages as a result.” 

Lower mortgage rates mean buyers can pay 
more for properties using bigger mortgages 


that are relatively easy to service. But that 
doesn’t necessarily mean that lower rates 
will trigger a summer stampede into the 
market. 

“Buyers do respond to mortgage rates, 
there’s no question,” he said. “But other fac¬ 
tors like jobs, wages, confidence, prices and 
inventory will be much more in play.” 

Bollinger said the most recent bank rate 
cut will likely reignite the debate over 
whether Albertans are carrying too much 
household debt. 

“Albertans’ average household debt is the 
highest in the nation. But we also lead the 
nation in average earnings by a huge margin. 
Our ability to service those debts is much 
higher than anywhere else in the country.” 

Whatever the debate over household debt, 
and wherever retail bank mortgage rates end 
up, Bollinger said ComFree Commonsense 
Network brokerage’s advice is not to get too 
wrapped up in interest rate chatter. 

“We say to our customers, Ask yourself 
deeper questions about your desire to get 
into the market. Do I want a different home? 
Is there good inventory in the neighbour¬ 
hoods I like? Is my job insulated from oil 
price volatility?”’ Bollinger said. 

“Those are much better questions than, 
‘Should I hurry into the market because the 
interest rate just dropped?”’

De Grasse blasts 100-metre final

track star wins 
sprint in 10.05 

Canadian sprint phenom Andre 
De Grasse capped another big 
day for Canada’s track and field 
team with a victoiy in the men’s 
100 metres Wednesday at the 
Pan American Games. 

The 20-year-old from Mark¬ 
ham crossed in 10.05 seconds, 
narrowly beating Ramon Gittens 
Barbados, who finished in 10.07. 

“Somehow, I just managed to 
pull off the win,” De Grasse said. 
“I had no pressure, my family 
and friends told me that no mat¬ 
ter what happens, they are still 
proud of me. It has been a long 
season, and to do this, it is a 
wonderful feeling right now.” 

Earlier in the night, Can¬ 
ada’s Melissa Bishop won gold 
in the women’s 800 metres. The 
26-year-old from Eganville, Ont., 
ran to victoiy in one minute 
59.62 seconds. 

“I knew the crowd was 
going to be loud no 
matter what, so I 
was just trying to 
put myself in a * 
good position to 
be able to run in 
and let the crowd 
do its work, and 
let the training 
come through,” 

Bishop said. “I’m 
really happy it worked 
out. It’s so nice to win 
a gold medal a t 
home.” 

Toronto’s ^ 
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Sarah Wells added a silver in 
the women’s 400 hurdles. 

Canada has 13 medals in ath¬ 
letics through two full days of 
competition and leads all coun¬ 
tries with seven gold. 

Also Wednesday, Canadian 
decathlete Damian Warner put 
himself on pace to break Mi¬ 
chael Smith’s Canadian record 
that has stood for 19 years. 

The 25-year-old from London, 
Ont., takes a personal best score 
of 4,460 into Thursday. 

The world championship 
bronze medallist opened with 
personal bests of 10.28 seconds 
in the 100 metres and 7.68 
metres in the long jump. 

He threw 14.36 in the shot 
put, the event that derailed his 
_ performance in May at the 
^ prestigious Hypo Meet- 
\ ing when he faulted 
on all three of his 
throws. 

He then cleared 
1.97 metres in the 
high jump — his 
best is 2.07 — 
and capped the 
night by winning 
the 400 metres in 
47.66 seconds. 

Canada finished 
Wednesday with 173 
total medals — 64

Jarret Llewellyn of Innisfail, 
Alta., added a silver in the men’s 
overall.

Looking 
for luck 
to turn 

Golfers at the Canadian Open 
should put away their umbrellas 
and grab their sunscreen. 

After rain and wind delayed 
the British Open and forced the 
first Monday finish since 1988, 
weather is setting up almost per¬ 
fectly for Canada’s national open 
at Glen Abbey Golf Club. 

Now that the wet, wild and 
windy time in Scotland is over, 
the near-30 golfers turning 
around to play the RBC Canadian 
Open are looking forward to 
some dry weather and a course 
that provides a stark contrast to 
St. Andrews. 

“You’re expecting hard, tough 
conditions at the British Open, 
at The Open Championship, but 
not unplayable weather and con¬ 
ditions,” said Jason Day, who 
tied for fourth at the British. 
“You can attack this golf course 
a lot more.” 

Golf Canada CEO Scott Sim¬ 
mons knocked on the wood table 
in front of him even discussing 
the weather. But the forecast is 
for mostly a clean four rounds 
of play. 

That’s a world of difference 
from the wind-beaten, rain- 
soaked British Open that was 
forced to finish Monday. The 
Canadian Open, back at Glen 
Abbey for the 27th time, is a 
more predictable style of game. 

“You can get a lot more un¬ 
lucky over there,” said Canadian 
Graham DeLaet, who finished 
tied for 68th at the British. 

“Usually when you hit the 
ball on the fairway, it stays on 
the fairway here. When you hit 
a ball and land the ball on the 
green, you know about how far 
it’s going to go before it (stops).” 

The charm of links golf in 
Scotland and the challenge that 
presents in one of golf’s four 
majors is valuable. 

But the Canadian Open should 
be a more enjoyable experience 
for players and those watching 
in person and on television. Can¬ 
adian Open demanding.
